But 
the police now believe that the sup- 
posed, pistol shot .was merely the noise 
of the bomb.

The bomb was a clumsily -made af- 


fair, to which a piece of fuse was at- 
tached, and the fuse was probably 
lighted by a paper fixed In tie end of 
a stick as soon as the head of the pro- 
cession came into view. The presump- 
tion is that at the moment the /fuse 
was lighted th« culprit fled, and in any 
case the bonVb' could not have'done 
much harm. 


In the thicket, where the police 


found the remnants of the bomb, they 
found also a pistol upon1 which .were 
engraved the words "Mort a. Felix 
Faure," and tt« names 'Alsace-Lor- 
raine and Cologne/' Near the pistol 
was a small dagger. 


Several persons have stated to the 


police that "the moment the explosion 
occurred a man was eeen to run swift- 
ly into the thicket, but reports of this 
character are likely to be mere con- 
jecture.

The National Association of Manu- 


facturer* of tho United States of Amer- 
,tica decided more than a year ago to es- 
tablish sample warehouses in foreign 
conntrief in which American trade w«i 
capable of large development, and the 
first of these -warehouses has been erect- 
ed in the city of Caracas, Venezuela. 
Theodore C. Search of Philadelphia, the 
president of the association, began nego 
tiations a year ago to secure a concession 
granting certain advantages for the eg 
tablishment of the warehouse, and the 
government of Venezuela has granted 
the concession and has' manifested its 
intention to co-operate earnestly with 
the association In January last Bndoli 
Bolge went t« Caracas as the special 
commissioner of the association to com- 
plete the plans for the exhibition oi 
American goods in that city, and he has 
returned with a . .port that the plans 
.have Tjeen carried out satisfactorily. 


The -warehouse of the association is a 


large and imposing building, erected in 
one of the most prominent parts oi 
Caracas and arranged for the exhibition 
of goods under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances. The purpose of the associa- 
tion is to show American goods to the 
people of Venezuela and enable them tc 
become familiar -with articles manufac- 
tured in this, country, with a view tc 
having the people of Venezuela send 
their orders for goods to this conntry. 


The government of Venezuela has 


manifested its friendly disposition hy 
granting to the association the privilege 
of entering samples for exhibition free 
of duty until sold. As the duties in 
Venezuela are exceedingly -high, this 
privilege is of material advantage tc 
those who desire to develop their trade 
in that country.—New York Tribune.

The 
Siamese are notorious gamblers. In 
their innocent, prattling, 'fond," 
simple way, they will stake their lit- 
tle all upon their favorite wrestler, 
their favorite juggler, their most 
admired cock, and even upon their 
choicest champion of the finny 
tribe, for these "fighting fish" are 
no myth, and I am writing of some- 
thing that I have seen with my own 
eyes. 


Walking quietly on the streets of 


Bangkok one afternoon, when the 
tropic sun was beginning to wane 
and the shorn priests were begin- 
ning their weird invocations to Bud- 
dha in the wats of that extraordi- 
nary and malodorous city, I was 
aware of a great commotion in the 
near distance. Natives were running 
about shouting excitedly in the Si- 
amese lingo and generally convey- 
ing the impression that something 
out of the ordinary was in process 
of being. 


"What's toe matter?" I inquired. 
"The fighting fieh! The fightinh 


fish!' replied several excited voices. 


As incredulous as might be, I 


took the direction indicated and 
forced my way through a small 
throng of natives, all talking and 
gesticulating their fastest, but still 
religiously chewing (and when are 
they not?) the inevitable and un- 
pleasant betel nut What a scene it 
was, to i» sure! As soon as I could 
get near enough to see anything 
'•definite" I perceived that the cen- 
ter of attraction was a huge bowl 
three parts full of water, the surface 
of which was at that moment 
churned into a veritable foam 
streaked with blood. In addition to 
the water, the bowl contained sev- 
eral fish, about the size of ordinary- 
English river fish and of much the 
same appearance, save as regards 
the gills, which looked particularly 
ferocious and warlike. In all save 
this the combatants might at first 
sight have been mistaken for the 
perch, roach or small pike of our 
own rivers, or so it appeared to me 
They were fighting in jevery differ- 
ent way known to the smaller fish 
—savagely biting, lashing about 
them with their tails and losing nr 
opportunity cf using their sharp, 
knifelike fins. Anon a fish would 
turn over and over, the curdled wa- 
ter would take a still ruddier tinge, 
and the beaten enemy would roll 
over on his back or side—dead.

What a race 
of gamblers this people isi Ibelievg 
they would part with their soulless 
souls (but for fear of the JBuddha) 
for the chance of "a quiet gamble"" 
upon something or somebody. It is 
a species of mania which we in tho 
west cannot approach. 


I never waited for the final result 


of the fish fight, but walked away, 
though the hoarse shouts and cries 
of the gamblers lingered in my ears 
for many hundred yards. It would 
be interesting to know whether the 
explanation is a "race enmity" be- 
tween the fish 'themselves. But if it 
is not what can be the explanation? 
In any case it is a curious spectacle 
to European eyes and one not with- 
out a eomisavage interest of its 
own. Look for it beyond the borders 
of the Land of the White Elephant, 
and you will find it not. These fight- 
ing fish make excellent eating.—St 
Paul's.

The weather 'conditions should be 
tudied carefully at haying time. The 
mowers should be iu tiptop condition, 
and then the supply of implements and 
ools should be gauged by the amount 
of work to be done. 


If the stack is to be done in the field, 


two sweep rakes and a good stacker 
should be employed. If the hay is to be 
hauled in, a good loader will do the 
work of loading easier and quicker than 
three or four men. The arrangements 
for unloading and stacking and mowing 
away should be simple, yet complete 
enough to keep the field force working. 
En short, do a little planning, and it will 
be surprising how easily the work may 
be done and how cheerfully all hands 
will join in pushing it along. 


Hay cock covers are especially valua- 


ble in case of sudden storms coming up 
while the hay Js in the shock. No good 
farmer can afford to be -without a sup- 
ply of these covers. 


The use of the tedder affords a greaff 


advantage in curing heavy clover or al- 
falfa hay. Without it the hay cannot be 
made 'to" cure evenly, but by stirring 
with the-tedder all heavy bunches are 
torn apart and tnraed up to the sun.

Ancient Qtmrri«« of Prizrd Theaulbu 


Marble Foaod. 


The quarries from which tbe accieats 


Vbcuucd their highly prized Thessalian 
or verd marble have been discovered 
and are again beiag worked by an Eng- 
lish company. The quarries, which have 
be'eu lost for more than 1,000 years, arc 
in the neighborhood of rliiirissa, in Thes- 
saly, Gieece. The auciont \vorkiags are 
Very exteiisiTe, there being no towei 
than, teu quarries, each producing a 
somewhat different description of .mar- 
ble, proving without a doubt that every 
variety of this marble found in the 
ruined palaces and churches of Bome 
and Constantinople, and likewise in all 
of the mosques and museums of the 
world, came originally from these quar- 
ries. In fact, the very quarry from 
•which tbe fainons monoliths of St. So- 
phia, ' Constantinople, were obtained 
can be identified with absolute certainty 
by the matrices iroia which they wer« 
extracted. 


In modern times verd antique marble 


has only been obtained by the destruc- 
tion of some ancient work, and it has 
naturally" commanded extraordinarily 
high prices. As a consequence, a num- 
ber of ordinary" modern greens of Greek, 
French, Italian and American origin 
have been described and sold as verd 
antique marble. No one, however, whq 
is really acquainted with the distinctive 
character of the genuine material could 
be deceived by these inferior marbles, 
Thessalian greenjs easily distinguished 
from any other green marble by tbe fol- 
lowing characteristics: It is a " breccia" 
of angular fragments of light and dark 
green, with pure statuary white, the 
Whole being cemented-together with a 
brighter green, while the snow white 
patches have their edges tinted "off with 
a delicate fibrous green, radiating to tbe 
center of the white. The cementing ma- 
terial is also of the same fibrous struc- 
ture. 


LABOR IN RUSSIA. 


It 1» Oriniiiiiut li> I'uitro*, bat tlie W*v 


i.1 ilie Labor Lrmtlrr J. JianJU 


Thf> first bulletins ficai tee ccasns 


taken ou uew jn-incipJes in the Russian 
empire lust- February show just what 
the political syinploins of tho part ftw 
years hav<? prepared us for—naiueiy, 
that ibe cities and industrial centers 
have-beta growing iu population at au 
exceptional rule. Five y«ars ago there 
were 14 towns of over 100,000 souls; 
»ow there are 21. St. Petersburg now 
has a population of 1,230,000. an in- 
crease of 25 per cent in five years. Mos- 
cow iu a similar period shows an in- 
crease of 20 per cent and Lodz one of 
nearly 40 per cent. This last place, 
called the Manchester of Poland, has 
passed Kharkov, Kiev and Riga siuco 
1893-and is now the fifth city in the 
empire. 


I said politics had foreshadowed this, 


for the distinctive note of political agi- 
tation in Russia during the past three 
years has been its concentration in fac- 
tory towns. Nihilism has disappeared. 
In its place we have labor troubles. The 
Russian government finds itself con- 
fronted now by incessant strikes, with 
which it has only a very antiquated and 
inefficient machinery to deal. Trades 
unions have always been forbidden in 
Russia, and workmen are.slaves to all 
sorts of stupid' and oppressive regula- 
tions, lint there is nothing which exact- 
ly solves the problem of making arti- 
sans work when they don't want to. 
Educated revolutionists have lately been 
toiling as common mill bauds to secure 
the confidence of the workers and have 
been covertly preaching the strike as tbe 
only social salvation of their class. : 


Sixty of these evangels were impris- 


oned in the government prison in Mos- 
cow the other day, and all are going to 
Siberia merely for waging a general 
strike in the district "The Vetroff girl, 
whose suspicious death in-the Petropav- 
,lof prison in St. Petersburg created 
such a sensation in March, was arrested 
for this same offense of inciting to 
strike. All the same, strikes are spring 
ing up all over industrial Russia, and 
as they appeal keenly- to the Russian's 
feelings as to the dignity of labor, as 
well as to his passion for giving the 
greatest possible amount of trouble 
short of actual danger to his own skin, 
they are likely to expand into some- 
thing like a great labor' war, which 
will mark a new era iu Russian history.

It 
ia difficult to kill tbe squash bug by 
spraying, but -when the bugs are quite 
young, before the hardshell is formed, 
they may be destroyed by the use of the 
kerosene emulsion. Go over the young 
vines often and hand pick all old bugs 
that can be found also the clusters of 
eggs that may be hatching on the leaves. 
This is the surest remedy. 
For the 


striped ladybug, dust fresh air slaked 
lime. As a preventive of the onion mag- 
got while tbe plants are from three to 
six inches £igh dust with fresh lime, 
wot or any similar material, thus mak- 
ing the bed too disagreeable for the 
onion fly to lay its eggs, and it will 
then seek pastures new. 


Microbe* In the Food. 


Microbe free oysters, even if we could 


get them, are not to be desired, accord- 
ing to a report by Professor W. A. 
Herdman of University college, layer- 
pool. Our milk, oar bread and cheese, 
our hara sandwiches and other kinds of 
food are teeming with germs, moat of 
them harmless go far as we know, but 
some of them may be just as bad as any 
that can be in shellfish. If we were to 
insist on breathing filtered air and eat- 
ing nothing but sterile food, washed 
down with, antiseptic drinka, we should 
probably-die of starvation or something 


Women's 


Chicago women engaged in the vari- 


ous trades and industries are to be'or- 
ganized into labor unions and will have 
a strong central council similar to the 
building trades council. The Chicago 
Federation of Labor gave its approval 
to the newmovement at, its meeting 
recently and made an appeal to the 
American Federation of Lahorfor tno 
appointment of a woman organizer for 
the Chicago district. 


Women employed as clerks, stenpg 


rapbers, telephone operators, .garment 
workers, factory girls—in short, the 
tens of thousands of female workers of 
Chicago—are to be welded into unions 
and will receive union wages for union 
hours and have the product of their toil 
stamped with'the seal of union labor. 


A start has already been made toward 


the accomplishment of organized labor 
among the working women of Chicago. 
and five unions, though woak, are now 
in running order. These unions are: 
Garment makers, shirt makers, bindery 
girls,:shoe operators, tick-makers. 


A central body for these unions ex- 


ists, in a feeble way, under the name of 
the Dorcas Federal Labor union. All 
these bodies are to be built up and 
strengthened by the woman organizer, 
who is to be backed by the American 
Federation of Labor and the Chicago 
Federation of Labor.

Will They Do It?

Of courne the trappings 
of her horses and the chariot and 
what not were most gorgeous. 
And such cheering! Such crowds! 
People? There were people every- 
where. Strange as it may seem, 
though the queen should have been 
the central figure, I think what im- 
pressed me most on that occasion 
was the superb appearance of Mar- 
thai Soult, the French embassador, 
and his staff. 


•'Everything was gorgeous in the 


pageant, but Soult was more than 
gorgeous. I can see his trappings in 
my mind's eye at this minute. To 
attempt to describe them would be 
beyond my powers. Gorgeous is all 
I can say for them, aud he knew 
they were gorgeous. While there 
was no self consciousness about the 
queen, there was plenty of it about 
the French erabassador, and the peo- 
ple fed his vanity, for cheer after 
cheer rent the air as he passed by. 
There were long lines of resplen- 
dent soldiery. The brilliant uni- 
forms, the glittering gold lace, the 
flashing of the arms in the sunlight, 
tho blare of the trumpets, the caval- 
cades of horsemen, carriages of state 
—everything went to make up such 
a pageant as is seldom seen and can 
hardly be eclipsed by anything at 
the preset time. 


"Was tie queen beautiful? lean 


hardly say that I obtained any such 
impression.of her. I think she was 
pretty. Yes", I know she was. But it 
was her youth and her treshness 
that impressed me most. She had 
clear cut features, and her portraits 
of this date show nothing of the 
slender young girl with the grace- 
ful carriage I remember seeing that 
summer day so long ago." 


ilr. Carpenter has in his posses- 


sion a copy of The Sun, a paper pub- 
lished m London and probably the 
only one to be found in this city, of 
tho date of the coronation. It was 
printed at tho time in gilt, all of 
which has nearly worn away, but 
the paper is in an excellent state of 
preservation. On the front page is 
a vignette profile of the young 
queen, which Mr. Carpenter says 
was an excellent likeness at the 
time, and an editorial note pro- 
nounces it a triumph of art. 


The paper was printed on June 


20, 1838, and the number in the 
possession of Mr. Carpenter is the 
twentieth edition. It contains a his- 
tory of former coronations, the 
make up of the pageant and the po- 
sitions of the various troops, etc., 
in the coronation parade, a sketch 
of the young queen and every mat- 
ter pertaining to the event. There 
is ulso a description of the crown 
which was placed on the head of the 
youthful daughter of the Duke of 
Kent. This crown was estimated to 
be

The siory that he did 
so had no beuer origin than a com- 
ment by his biographer, Seneca, 
who was not born till more than 300 
years after the cynic's death. "A 
man so crabbed ought to have lived 
in a tub like a dog." 


In 216 B. C. Hannibal, with about 


50,000 men, nearly annihilated the 
Roman army of about 90,000 at Can- 
nse, at Apulia, Italy, but it is all a 
fable to say that he sent three bush- 
els of gold rings plucked from the 
hands cf dead Roman knights back 
to Carthage as evidence of his vic- 
tory. The messenger who carried 
the news back to the Carthaginian 
senate on concluding his report 
-opened his robe and threw out a 
number of gold rings gathered on 
the-field of battle." 


Four years later the Romans, un- 


der Marcellus, attacked and cap- 
tured Syracuse, belonging to Greece, 
because cf its alliance with Hanni- 
bal against Rome. As the invading 
ships approached, Archimedes is 
said to have set some of them on 
fire with immense burning glasses.

which he even offered to the guards 
as he passed, and even Plutarch 
shows that the story of the asp was 
doubtful. Nor is the statue carried 
in Augustus" triumph, which had 
an asp upon it, any proof of his be- 
lief in it, since the snake was the 
emblem of Egyptian royalty. 
The 


statue (or the crown) of Cleopatra 
could not have been without one, 
and this was probably the origin of 
the whole story. 


Here one may naturally ask, Who 


has not heard ot Cleopatra's won- 
drous pearls, one of which, at a ban- 
quet given in Antony's honor, she 
dissolved m vinfgar? Either this 
story also is fictitious or vinegar 
was evidently different in those days 
from the present day kind, which 
will not melt pearls. 


It was nearly 100 years later that 


the Emperor Xero also killed him- 
self. GS A. D. Stabbing was the 
choice this time, though, and of this 
we make no question. What we 
wish to say about him is that he 
was not so bad a monster as usually 
imagined. His mother, Agrippina, 
was not put to death by his order, 
nor did ho play upon his harp and 
sing "The Burning of Troy'' while 
Rome was on fire. 


Our knowledge of him is gained 


mostly from Tifcitus, who hated 
him, nnd from Petronius Arbiter, 
who was put to death for conspiracy 
against him. "Even in Rome itself 
the common people strewed flowers 
on the giaveof Nero."—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 


mans. Some of the Albanians are 
Roman Catholics and others are of 
the Greek church, and the two 
slightly divergent sects hate each 
other as cordiaDy as Parnellites and 
anti-Parnellites; but, whatever the 
form of faith, they prefer robbery 
as a means cf livelihood to any oth- 
er industry.

To- 
gether with the Jews, and the Arme- 
nians, they do nearly all the trading 
and banking of the country and 
make a very good thing out of it. 
In spite of the sultan's misrule the 
Greeks immigrate in increasin 
number every year, which makes 
one think that they must be a sin- 
gularly imprudent people or that 
Abdul is not so very much damned, 
after all. 


Armenians and their extermina- 


tors, the Kurds, are both sprun 
from a "Persian stock. The Kurds 
lire in the mountains and aro not 
precisely the kind of people one 
would care to set about reforiuitii 
Some say there are an cveti million 
of them ; others say there are ovei 
2.000,000 They keep the sultan ir- 
perpetual hot water, being very bu" 
Moslems, but they are very euk-r 
prising, chiefly in slaying Amieuwns 
and stealing their neighbors' goods 
When not thus engaged, they ro. 
cattle, sheep and goats, and the} 
differ in no way from their 
as described by Xenophon. 


Armenia was a portion of western 


Asia between tbe Caspian sea and 
Asia Minor, but it has suffered tbe 
fate of Poland, and the Armenians 
are now almost as scattered as the 
Jews. They number about 2,500,000, 
and are intelligent people with a 
particular talent for trade and bank- 
ing.
